With the exception of a few 
time adjustrrtcnts and wrong 
turns, Laidlaw's first week of ser- 
vice at Antioch Community High 
School was very successful.

Superintendent Darrcl Dick, 
things have gone "fairly smooth- 
ly." 

Many parents had voiced 
concerns last spring when the 
Board of Education approved, for 
the first time, an outside contrac- 
tor to provide transportation ser- 
vices. Perhaps, as a result of 
these concerns, Laidlaw Bus 
Service of Kenosha, had a better 
than predicted first run. 

"One of the most pleasant 
surprises were the parents," said 
Dan Gray, rhanagcr. "I was very 
pleased at the willingness of par- 
ents to assist us. Many called 
with questions and concerns. I 
have not seen that before." 

Gray said through these con- 
versations with parents, the com- 
pany was able to make adjust- 
ments of its routes. The initial 
routes were obtained from the 
school district and the company 
was then able to modify, where 
necessary. 

"We ran through the routes 
before school started," explained 
Gray. "Some stops were added, 
especially for the new enroll- 
ments. We had the entire" sum- 
mer to plan for this and we did a 
number of dry-runs. It is a 
requirement of Laidlaw to run 
through the routes," 

To be on the extra-safe side, 
Laidlaw had three buses sitting 
throughout the week in case any 
of the buses were overloaded or 
had a breakdown. Gray was 
happy to report that neither of 
those things happened. 

' Gray was also impressed with 
student behavior on the buses. 
"The discipline on the buses was 
a surprise," said Gray. "The stu-

dents have been very well 
behaved and mannerly. It has 
been excellent" 

While Gray has been with the 
company for 11 years, this is his 
first experience with a conversion 
from a district, based transporta- 
tion service to contract service. 
Gray said the Wisconsin compa- 
ny had to become well versed in 
Illinois guidelines and laws. 

As a result, all the drivers on - 
the Antioch routes have taken the 
Illinois written exam, a road test, 
as well as a state physical and 
drug scrqen. "It was a lot of work 
and preparation," said Gray. 
"But, we are excited and thrilled 
with the opportunity to serve 
Antioch Community High 
School." 

By Friday, Gray reported 
most of the first week problems 
had been ironed out "I guess 
our major problems were our 
first runs," he explained. 
"Some of the buses were five or 
ten minutes late the first day,"

Students on one of the buses 
reported the driver made a wrong 
turn. Instead of heading down 
Route 173 towards the school, 
students received a brief excur- 
sion towards the Fox River.

There's at least one Chain O' 
Lakes dweller who's tired of being 
stuck in a rut— literally. 

Trevor Creek resident William 
Smith explained when he went 
out to use his boat in front of his 
home on the channel a month . 
ago, the 23-foot Sea Ray couldn't 
be moved. It was stranded in the 
mud. 

Smith, a Lake County SherifTs 
corrections ofTicer, said the chan- 
nel off Lake Catherine had low- 
ered several feet since he moved 
in seven years ago, and most 
recently In the past few months. 

The channel, he said, simply 
needs to be dredged. Last year, he 
had a similar problem and con- 
tacted the Fox Waterway Agency. 
At that time, he was told it would 
be worked on sometime during 
the year. Then construction began 
on the Rte. 173yFox Rivtsr bridge. 

But a single .telephone pole 
was in the way i/v4iich kept the 
Agency from dredging Trevor 
Chaimel, claims Smith. Td have 
personally paid for It to be 
moved," he said. John Lapc of the 
Agency said he can't comment 
because he wasn't part of the staff 
at that time. 

I.ast week, Lape came out to 
examine the chamicl site to see 
just how bad it really is. While he 
agreed there were problems with 
an overgrowth of weeds and such 



in the area, he cotild not deter- 
mine if the water level had gone 
down, shicc It had not been mea- 
sured. 

If not for Agency Director 
Judy Marthii, said Smith, he 
would still be getting the run- 
around from the Ajgcncy. 

Martini however helped 
relieve some of his concerns, 
"She was a very big help," said 
Smith. The director suggested 
Smith attend an Agency meeting 
where he could prcsenthls con- 
cerns to the boaitl. 

Smith showed video-taped 
footage of- the channel,: and 
explained how Beaver Dam is so 
blocked off from mud and over- 
growth, you can't go around it 
any longer with a boat 

Smith said ho was a little per- 
turbed when Agency Chairman 
Dr. William Dam told him dredg- 
ing would be completed at the 
Algonquin site first, because It's 
been neglected for the past. 10 
years. "My channel has been 
ignored for the past 20 years," 
Smith retorted. ■ * 

While he feels he at least got 
listened to, he's still fmstrated 
because he can't get an answer as 
to when the channel will be 
dredged. "I'm tired of all the 
excuses," said Smith. 

The resident said he can't 
understand it since he believes, 
"It's the worst channel in the 
whole Chain."

new challenges here profession- 
ally,'* Kafcr said. One of those 
challenges includes generating 
student interest in athletics. A 
year ago, frosh sports were 
dropped, but reinstated this fall. 
Now, it costs a student athlete 
$150 to participate per sport, 
which was something not of 
Kafer's doing but its effects on the 
program v\ill be something he 
will be analyzing throughout the 
year. 

"In this conference, you can't 
compete without a full slate of 
teams — freshmen, sophomore 
and varsity,". Kafer noted. "I've 
always been a strong believer that 
athletics are good for students, 
and that includes all sports." 

He believes two things moti- 
vate people to get involved, espe- 
cially in sports: First, there has to 
be an opportunity for success; 
and second, the person has to be 
treated with dignity and has to 
have fun at the activity. 

"People won't get excited 
about something unless they can 
excel at it," Kafer said. - 

And that carries over to 
parental involvement. 

The Scquoit Pride Qub, for 
example, is one area of parental 
involvement in athletics where 
Kafer would like to expand upon. 



"I would like to help it grow 
and reach its full potential," Kafer 
said of the parent volunteer club, 
now embarking on its fourth 
year.

Overall, Kafer says he wants 
athletes, parents and coaches to 
think of him as one "who cares, 
who listens and who follows 
through..."

the County jail arc expanding as a 
result of increased enrollments. 
Developed ttirough a cooperative 
effort between the Sheriff's OfTlcc 
and the CoUcgo of Lake County, 
the programs include prepara- 
tion for a General Education 
Diploma, Adult Basic Education 
courses, En^ish as a second lan- 
guage courses, career cnhancc- 
nicnt, female parenting, barber- 
ing, and Spanish Bii)lc study.

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That's enough! A brief look at discipline and abuse 



To a parent, the distinction between 
discipline and abuse can be a real 
dilemma. To a child, the effects can be . 
far-reaching. To navigate our way 
between the two. we rriust first under- 
stand the difference between the two 
concepts. 

The Random House Dictionary 
defines discipline as: "Instaictton and 
exercise designed to train to proper 
conduct or action.' The overriding goal 
of discipline Is to Irwtruct. As parents we 
are above all teachers and role mod- 
els. So ttie question each of us must ask 
Is' "What am I teaching by what I am 
doing?" . 

The answer we get Is- critical. If we 
can. after the fact, say to ourselves: 
"I know that I have conveyed what I 
wanted to convey In a way that will 
be heard," then our ail-Important 
guideline has been met. Discipline Is 
meant to point out what was wrong 
about a previous behavior and to 
Instruct as to what the proper behav- 
ior is. Ideally, any disciplinary mea- 
sure should provide the Individual 
being disciplined the opportunity to 



reflect on what Is being taught, so 
that eventually the person will devel- 
op the ability to evaluate his or her 
own conduct. 

Abuse, on tt^ other hand, Is not 
meant to teach. Thie goal Is rtot under- 
standing. The purpose Is merely to pun- 
ish. And the method Is to drtve the mes- 
sage home In a hurtful way. What stays 
witti the child (or the person) Is the pain 
and the associated feelings— resent- 
ment anger, hatred, sadness. By creat- 
ing an overwhelming flood of such neg- 
ative feelings, no effective jearrJng can 
possibly occur. Therefore, the primary 
goal of discipline— learNng— can never 
be achieved. 

How, then, con we as parents moni^ 
tor our behavior to prevent our disci- 
pline from 'crossing the line' and turn- 
ing Into abuse? The first step: Is to 
become conscious of what we are 
doing. We can start this complex task 
by posing the foHov»^ng questions as we 
discipline: 

1 . Am I proud of what I Just did? 
. 2. Did I teach or did I hurt? 

3. Was what I did for my benefit (to

What great toys In your classroom, they 
must be fun to play with. Charlie looks 
happy to t>e your friend.' Be realistic 
and t>eilevable, don't babtsle. A child 
knows when a parent crosses ttie line 
from sincerity to Insincerity. 

Be patient. You can tell him that you 
expect him to go to sctiool and that 
you will miss him. You know that he Is 
having fun and will look fonA/ard to the 
end of ttie day wtien you can hear all 
about it. Give him time and your con- 
tinued support and he'll do Just flf>e.

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Avoiding danger zone around 
school buses reduces injuries 
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With the beginning of 
the new school year, par- 
ents should start to advise 
children about school bus 
safety. By teaching 
school children to avoid 
the "danger zone," a 10- 
foot wide area surround- 
ing the school bus, par- 
ents can help reduce the 
chances of accidents 
and Injury to children, 
says John Elliott, vice pres- 
ident and general man- 
ager," Ryder Student 
Transportation Sendees, a 
leading provider .of 
school bus transportation. 

Elliott reminds parents 
to teach their children to 
remain at least 10 feet 
from the bus until It has 
stopped completely, and 
then board In a single file 
line. When leaving the 
bus. they should wall< at 
least 10 feet away and 
waif until the bus has left 
the. bus stop before 
heading home. 

'Because children 
can't always relate to dis- 
tances In feet, parents 
may want to express the 
distance as five giant 



steps,' Elliott says. 

The vast majority of

EIHott. Many accidents 
can be ellnnlnated If stu- 
dents understand the 
Importance of school bus 
safety. 

Elliott stresses that the 
most Important place to 
learn about bus safety Is 
in the horne. However, 
companies like Ryder 
conduct safety and train- 
ing programs for student 
passengers throughout 
the year. For example, a 
Ryder program called 
"Safe Rider" utilizes a 
miniature robotic school 
bus to teach school bus 
safety to children. 

"Safe Rider programs 
are very popular with the 
kids," Elliott says.

cross. 

• Never chase a bus 



after It has pulled away 
from the bus stop. Even 
with multiple large mirrors 
and Intensive safety tralrv 
Irig, a driver may not see. 
a small child wtio Is very 
near the body of the bus. 

•When entering the 
bus, go directly to an 
available or assigned 
seat. Remain seated and 
facing fonvard t all times 
while the bus Is moving. 

•Do not allow large 
objects, such as musical 
Instruments or athletic 
equipment to block 
aisles or emergency 
exists. 

•Never run Ixick to the 
bus to retrieve an object 
left behind or dropped 
near the bus.

Strategies for surviving premenstrual syndrome 



MERRY MILIER. M.D. 

Once a month, Rosic W. gets very scnsi- 
tive. Little things that definitely do not matter 
begin to annoy her tremendously. She could 
strangle her hairdresser for making her wait a 
few minutes. She screams at her kids for 
being kids, then feels guilty the rest of the 
month. 

She also gets very moody. She cries a river 
over a minor slight She has trouble sleeping, 
craves large quantities of chocolate, gains 
several pounds and feels bloated like a pig. 
She becomes forgetful, has trouble concen- 
trating and feels exhausted. 

Eventually her period comes and Rosie 
transforms. She quickly brightens up, calms 
down, and feels like she is "herself again." She 



is greatly relieved, as arc her husband and 
kids. But their relief is tempered by the 
knowledge that Rosie will strug^c again next 
month. 

Rosie is a typical sufferer from 
Premenstrual Syndrome (PMS), a disorder 
that plagues many. It causes many symptoms 
and can vary In severity from a mild discom- 
fort to a severely disabling condition. It is also 
widely misunderstood. Some doubt its exis- 
tence. What is PMS, and what can be done 
about it? 

True PMS consists of severe mood and 
other symptoms tiiat repeatedly occur only 
during the week or so prior to menses. The 
symptoms can very considerably from month 
to month, and may include depression, anxi- 




ety, hypersensitivity, 
irritability or "cranki- 
ness." Secondary 
physical symptoms can occur such as bloat- 
ing," breast tenderness, difficulty sleeping, 
fatigue, weight gain and appetite changes. 

For some women, such symptoms occur 
throughout the month but intensify premen- 
strually. One example is called Premcnstmal 
Magnification of Depression, and is an 
important condition to distinguish from 
PMS. The ideal way to make this distinction is 
to chart symptoms prospectively— start today 
and keep track of wliich days of the month 
symptoms of depression And other discom- 
forts occur. Tlic distinction is important since

"After hear- 
ing about the program, I brought 
the . proposal to our pastor and 
began attending meetings at the 
American Heart Association," she 
says. 

Greater Faith holds its screen- 
ings on the second Sunday of each 
month with the assistance of 
AHA-trained church members. 
"The nurses' guild at the church 
helped us get the congregation 
involved. Now we rotate 10 volun- 
teers who take the readings and 



record data," says Virginia. They 
arc currently averaging 40 screen- 
ings each motith, with the pastor 
setting the example for the ooii- 
gregation." "Now that our pastor 
has participated in the program 
and has had liis own blood pres- 
sure screened, he is religiously 
making sure he continues to have 
it checked and he encourages it 
for the entire congregation," she 
says. 

The regular screenings provide 
church members with informa- 
tion they can give to their doctors 
on their next visit This especially 
helpful for people regulating 
hypertension with medication. 
"One woman, based pii our.find- 
Ings, went back to Her own doctor 
. and he changed her medication," 
says Virginia. 

High blood pressure (hyper- 
tension) is a silent killer, exhibit- 
ing no outward symptoms. The 
only way to diagnose the condi- 
tion is through regular screening; 
therefore millions of Americans 
are unaware of the fact that they 
have hypertension. Of the 50 inll- 
lion Ainericans with hyperten- 
sion, those with uncontrolled 
hypertension are three times 
more likely to develop coroiiaiy 
heart disease; sbc times more like- 
ly to develop congestive heart fail- 
ure; and seven times more likely to 
have a stroke than those who con- 
trol it through diet or prescribed 
medication. The good news is that 
wth proper regulation, hyperten- 
sion can be controlled.

different treatments are needed 
for cyclic PMS as opposed to con- 
tinuous mood problems. 

Ottier illnesses may also be 
exacerbated prcmenstrually. 
Bulimia and panic disorder may 
be more severe during this time. 
Medical conditions such as asth- 
ma and migraines may also wors- 
en prcmenstrually. 

PMS has been pooriy studied 
and only recently has entered the 
limelight within psychiatry. Much 
debate has occurred about the 
validity of the diagnosis. Some 
have argued against including 
PMS within the psycliiatric diag- 
nostic system due to fears that this 
diagnosis may serve to stigmatize 
women and could be "used 
aga'mst them." A variety of terms 
have been used to dcscritje PMS, 
include Late Luteal Phase 
Dysphoric Disorder and 
Premcnstmal Dysphoric Disorder. 
To qualify for these diagnoses, a 
woman must have menstrually 
related symptoms which also 
interfere significantly with her 
ability to function. Many diagnos- 
tic issues are still unresolved. 

Fortunately, only a small per- 
centage of women have such 
severe symptoms. Much more 
common arc mild to moderate lev- 
els of premenstrual "blues." The 
spectrum of severity ranges all the 
way from mild discomfort to suici- 
dal levels of despair or psychotic 
symptoms. 

So what can be done about 
PMS? Many theories exist about 
possible causes, and many poten- 
tial treatments have been pro- 
posed, llic following are five gen- 
eral recommendations that may 
help anyone who suffers from this 
disorder 

1. Avoid caffeine like the 
plague. Women with PMS arc 
much more sensitive to caffeine 
than otiicrs, and it may lead to 
much irritability, anxiety and 
moodiness. 



2. Avoid sugar and instead eat 
several small meals a day indud- 
ing complex carbohydrates. Strive 
to avoid wide fluctuatioiis in blood 
sugar levels by eating small snacldi 
of healthy foods. 

. 3. Avoid salt if bloating, 
swelling, weight gain or breast ten- 
derness are symptoms, since salt 
promotes waterretention. 

4. Exercise — it can help dimin- 
ish symptoms of PMS. 

5. Take multivitamins. A variety 
of vitamins have been proposed as 
possible treatments for PMS, espe- 
cially Vitamin B6 can cause dam- 
age to sensory nerves, and Vitamin 
E can damage the liver. A multivit- 
amin will provide most of the vita- 
mins which have been liked to 
PMS symptoms. A nutritionist or 
physician should be consulted for 
individual needs. 

These strate^es can help 
women with mild to moderate lev- 
els of premenstrual discomfort as 
well as women with severe PMS. 
More severe cases may require 
greater levels of Intervention, 
indudlng a variety of medications. 
Some of the older treatments for 
PMS, such as progesterone, have 
now been shown to be ineffective, 

On the other hand, recent stud- 
ies do show benefit from other 
medications such as fluoxetine 
(Prozac), buspirone (Buspar), and 
alprazolam CXanax) in women 
with severe PMS. Diuretics can be 
helpM when severe swelling is a 
symptom. A number of other 
treatments, including such novel 
approaches as bright-light therapy 
are under investigation. In the 
most severe cases, medications 
have been used which suppress 
ovulation. Each of these treat- 
ments has potential side effects 
and must be tailored to the indi- 
vidual. 

As our knowledge of the bio- 
logical bases for PMS and other 
mood disorders grows, hopefully 
more treatment options will 
appear.

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Plant flower bulbs this fall for beautifiil spring display 



Bulbs require good drainage and 
well prepared beds for optimum 
growth. Flowering bulbs must be plant- 
ed In ttie fall to develop a good root 
system and to have winter satisfy the 
cold requirements of the bulb. Waiting 
later in the fall, so the ground cools 
down is best. Your soil pH should be 6.0 
to 7.0 and most bulbs ^will do better If 
they do not receive direct sunlight dur- 
ing midday. 

Some advised procedures for bed 
preparation are: remove ail soil to a 
depth of eight-inches, breal< up an 
additional four-Inches of soil to allow for 
drainage. If soil Is too heavy, mix In 



equal parts of coarse sand, back and 
loam. Mix in a bulb booster fertilizer. 
Place the bulbs In Ihe bed and space 
according to design and/or catalog 
suggestions. Cover the bulbs using only 
half tiTG soli removed. Water In thor- 
oughly. Rnlsh covering the bulbs with 
the remaining soli. Water again. Cover 
bed with two to three-Inches of mulch. 
If this fall Is dry, water area before It, 
completely dries out. 

To Interplant bulbs with ottier bulbs 
or perennials consult your garden cen- 
ter or landscape contractor for Ideas. If 
using bulbs as a perenr^ial it's best to 
use them as a background In one's gar-

Early fallls an optimum Hm© for lawn 
care In northern Illinois. This would 
Include just about all activltfos, Includ- 
lr>g seeding, renovating and fertilizing, 
according to Bruce Spongenberg, hoxr 
ttculture, educator, with ttSe University of 
Illinois Cooperative Extension Service 
Center In Grayslake. In particular, late 
August to eariy September Is tti© Ideal 
time for seeding lawns. ' 

Start ttie process In early August by 
elimlrxstlng weed problems exlstirig on 
the site, perennial wiseds, sucti as 
qudckgrass, r>eed to be controlled prior 
to seeding the Idwn. Spongenberg sug- 
gests that tt>ese may, be dug by hard, 
but Is critical to rerrKtvo tt>e entire plant. 
Anbttier option he suggests Js to treat 
the area witti a rvsrwelectlve tiertDlclde, 
such OS glyptx)sate, sold as Rouridup or 
Kleenup, Orice ttVe weeds are dead, 
the area can be worked up and seed* 
ed. this tierbtclde doesn't leave an 
active soil residue that would harm 
seedllr»gs. 

A secoTKJ very important step in ttie 
process Is to tlxjroughly work ttie soil 
before seeding or sodding. If a poor soil 



exists, Spartgenberg suggests to im- 
prove It by adding organic material, 
suchi as connpost, peat, rotted rindnure, 
^tc. Six lrK:t>es ormore of weP prepared 
soli Is suggested. Taking shortcuts when 
establishing a lawn usually comes back 
to tKiunt the tawri later In tf*e form of 
assorted prot)lerm. 

Once ttie site is prepared; match the 
lawn species to ttie site, Kentucky blue- 
grass Is suggested for sun areas, often 
mixed with ottier grasses. Use a Wend of 
3 to 5 Kentucky bluegrass cultlvars. Fine 
fescues are suggested for shade; look 
for comrmrcially avdikible stxide lawn 
mixes. Arwthet species to cor^lder Is tail 
fescue,. Vfhlcl:^ has' excellent wear and 
drought tolerance. Look for \he newer 
turf-type varieties. 

; Flrrally. Sparigenberg concludes that 
all rtewty seeded grasses need ade- 
quate moisture to assure germination 
and eariy seedling sun/lval. Putting 
down a light straw mulch can tielp pre- 
vent rapkj drying and helps keep the 
soil In place until tt>e grass Is established. 
Use about one bale per 1,000 square 
feet of area.

Lake County mystery fans who foUow the trail of 
Detective Marti MacAlistcr may find her town of lincoln 
Prairie oddly familiar. They may have a sense of dcji-vu 
as they travel to places they seem to rccognb>c. The 
scenes arc a combination of the author's skillful imagi- 
nation and the city of Waukegan. 
"Something Internal makes a place home," said mys- 
tery writer Eleanor Taylor Bland. "Waukegan is like 
that, diverse, near a big city,, near the water." 

It reminds her of Boston, she said, where she grew 

up. She first came to Waukegan when her husband 

was in the Navy, and has made it her permanent 

home since 1977. Her fictional town of Lincoln 

Prairie is a smaUer town though, more informal 

and friendlier. She can mold It to fit her creative 

needs. 

"I can make the police station function the 
way! want it to function," she explained. "I can 
make the county buildings look Uie way I want 
them to." 

, Bland is a woman determined to do things 

her own way, not a simple fcf'at in her 40-plus 

years of living. When faced with a terminal cancer 

prognosis more than 20 years ago, she fought back, and 

vowed to live long enough to finish college, go to work for 

Abbott Laboratories and publish a book. 

"I decided I'd better get on with rriy life," she 
said, " since I didn't know how long it would be." 

She received a degree in business and account- 
ing from the College of Lake County in 1981 and 
landed a job in cost accounting at Abbott Labs. After

"People will tell me when I don't do it right," she said. 
She generally begins her books with a social situation, 
many times involving children. She avoids "on-stage" vio- 
lence and sex and tries to limit profanity, although 
Icssenovik sometimes doesn't behave.

in the real world," she said.

"I give them different dimensions and value," she 
explained. "Tliey are wonderful. 1 think they belong in 
books. . 

We must live in a global worid," she added. "We've got 
to be al>le to function in a multi-ctlinic society. I try to do 
that naturally in books." 

The cases of Marti MacAlistcr can be "traced so far in 
"Dead Time," "Slow Bum," and "Gone Quiet." Fans await 
Bland's newest tale that involves Native Americans, Her 
quest for accuracy required her to go up in a six-scat 
Qicrokee, although she claims, "I don't get out the way I 
would like to."

Mobile storage a choice for home-buyer's dilemma

If you've ever purchased a 
house, you know that moving out 
of your old house or apartment 
and into your new place involves 
perfect tiining. What do you do 
with your household belongings 
for even one day when you don't 
have a place to hang your hat? 

To the rescue is the new 
Antioch business, A Storage on 
Wheels. People no longer have to 
move items out of the house, 
unload them into, storage for a 
week, then load them back up 
again and move them into the 
new residence. 

• The beauty of the storage on 
wheels concept cuts out several 
of those steps. The trailer is fllicd 
up , sits in the driveway until the 
new residence is ready, then Is 
unloaded. Owner Bob IGug says 
that is just one of the useful ben- 
efits to his family's innovative 
business concept. 

"I had a lady call me because 
she was getting her hardwood 
floors sanded and redone. She 
Tilled the trailer fiiU of furniture 
and it sat in her own driveway for 
three days.** he said. 

The presence of the trailer in 
the driveway gives added security 
to the owner. They can put their 
own lock on the vehicle, check 
their items at will, or get some- 
thing out of the trailer when 
needed. Since their belongings 
are still secured on their own 
property, there is usually no need 
for additional insurance. The 
homeowners policy should pro- 
vide uninterrupted coverage. 

Another common use for the 
mobile storage units has been for 
customers who arc having their 
house rccarpetcd. Klug has one 
trailer that, when packed proper- 
ly, will hold up to 1 2 rooms of fur- 
niture and items. 

The concept for a mobile stor- 



age tmit began to take shape two 
ytars ago after Klug suffered seri- 
ous injuries when fJEiUing two sto- 
ries from a ladder, even thou^ 
he has several lasting effects from 
the accident, he describes him- 
self as a person who needs to 
keep busy. Mobile storage was 
something that would blend his 
background experiences as well 
as give his fanUiy a viable busi- 
ness venture to jointly operate. 

Klug operated Accurate 
Movers in Chicaga from 1957 ^ to 
1982. Before that, the moving 
business was his father's; Klug's 
strong principles of customer ser- 
vice began at his father's other 
business, Klug Ice it Coal which 



operated in the Lakeview area of 
Chicago. 

Even when he was a small 
child, Klug brought coal and ice 
to customers on his route. The 
customer base was both loyal and 
trusting. 

"If people were not home on 
the day they knew we would be 
coming, they would leave the 
door unlocked and change on the 
table. Wcncver had a problem," 
he said. 

The advent of gas heat and 
stoves and the refrigerator 
prompted his father to get into 
the moving business, which 
eventually replaced the void left 
by the diminishing need for ice 



and coal. 

After selling his business in 
1982 and moving to Antioch, Klug 
worked in real estate. He also 
worked in carpentiy part-time, 
which led to his accident During 
his experience in real estate , Klug 
began to sec a growing pattern of 
people who did not have a resi- 
dence for several days between 
the end of a lease and the closing 
on a new house. 

The ' idea for A Storage on 
Wheels was bom, and Klug was 
sure to make it a family affair^ His 
wife, Sarah, is the president of the 
company.- His children include

Buyer beware of home scams 



Debby & Company adds 
aesthetician to staff 




It Is unfor- 
tunate that 
there arc 
those indi- 
viduals that 
prefer to 
prey on the 
trust of oth- 
ers. This 
seems to be 
evident in a istrong marlcet when 
homeowners are more interested 
in improving their properties. 

There arc always those indi- 
viduals that are going door to 
door to introduce themselves and 
their particular seivices, which is 
in the tradition of the great 
American entrepreneurial spirit 
We are referring to those that 
offer services that are less than 
promised and of poor quality. A 
few of the most recent "scams" 
have been: 

•Be on the lookout for mort- 
gage letters on fancy stationery 
-informing you that your mort- 
gage payments will now be "ser- 
viced" by them. Many mortgage 
lenders "sell" their loans and they 
do actually become serviced by 
another company. Tliis is a com- 
mon practice. The letter we are 
referring to is not the result of a 
new servicing entity, but a fake 
mortgage scam. 

The "scammers" get names 
and addresses from the deed 
registry along with the mort- 
gage company. .jThey send a 
fancy letter . instructing the 
homeowner to now direct their 
mortgage payment to a new 
address. After a few months of 
receiving your mortgage pay- 
ment, they skip town, and you 
are in default with your real 



mortgage company. 

Vcribanc, a Wakefield 
Massachusetts-based bank- 
research agency say this scam is 
on the rise and encourages 
homeowners to verify any 
changes through their present 
mortgage company. Be sure to 
note also if the mortgage identi- 
flcatlon number is missing on 
this "new instructions for pay- 
ment" letter— that is suspi- 
cious! 

•Contractors jfor painting is 
another service to be checked 
out This is not to confuse the 
"college" kids that paint during 
the sununer to earn school 
money. When a company leaves a 
flier on your doorstep, ask for 
local references and take the time 
to check it out. Qieck the quality 
of the paint and be clear about 
your payment schedule and com- 
pletion dates. 

Problems have come from 
situations with homes that were 
half painted and the contrac- 
tors never came back. Not only 
is the homeowner out the 
money, but also the time. 
Without the same paint, it may 
be difficult to match dye lots. 
What started out to be a great 
idea can backfire so, again, exer- 
cise caution and care when selecting 
a p^ter or contractor to im-prove 
your home. 

•Services that promise sealer for 
blacktoppcd driveways can also 
not be totally what is represent- 
ed. This is common in neigh- 
borhoods that sport a number 
of blacktoppcd driveways. A 
contractor comes in soliciting 
all the neighbors, offering a dis- 
count by doing several close by. 



Just be sure to check out the 
quality and service through 
your Chamber, the Better 
Business Bureau and past cus- 
tomers so you really get what 
you thought you paid for. 

It is very important for us to 
maintain our homes both inside 
and out Our homes arc often our 
single largest asset and it only 
makes sense to protect our 
investment with care and rcgiilar 
maintenance. Asking the right 
questions will help us get the 
light expectations.

At Dear E.S. First of all, be prepared. If you should choose 
to approach your boss with the fact that you have inter- 
viewed with another company understand there may be bad 
feelings for having done so without their knowledge. They 
may have been under the impression that you are as happy as 
a lark in your current position. They may feel betrayed. 
However, not knowing the exact circumstanccsrit is hard to 
guess how they will react. To then further admit to them that 
you would stay if they offered you the same pay is backing 
them into a comer. Your job security may be hurt by this. It 
has been common experience for a company to go ahead and 
offer you the money to stay, only to turn around and try and 
fmd a replacement for you as soon as possible, leaving you 
without either job. It's your call. Don't expect this to be open 
for negotiation. You have a better idea of how your compa- 
ny works and how your boss thinks. In any case, be prepared 
for the possibility that your current employer may say, 
"Good luck on your new job". Before you make a rnove with, 
your current employer re-think the situation and decide 
whciher or not you truly want the new job.
